A FLURRY of excitement respect- 
ing a ponding real estate trans-

BEEF TRUST INVESTIGATION. 

Chicago Grand Jury Presents Indict- 
ments Against Packers. 

Chicago. July 3.— A federal grand 
jury today returned Indictments 
against seventeen men prominent In 
the beef-packing Industry for violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. nnd 
against four ofliclals of Schwa rzschl Id 
& Sulzburger for alleged illegal rebat- 
ing agreements with railroads. 

The four employees of Schwarzs- 
Chlld & Sulzberger who were indicted 
for alleged rebating with the railroads 
nre connected with tbp traffic depart- 
ment of the corporation. The indict- 
ments contained each eteht counts, 
which were spread over f,3 typewritten 
pages. The first and second counts 
of the Indictments pertained to beef 
"hold In domestic trade. The ninth 
and tenth counts relate to foreign 
trade. The (bird count charges a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and 
commerce among the states nnd with 
foreign nations in dried, smoked, 
cured, canned and pickled meats and 
In by-products of the packing Industry, 
and also In butter, eggs nnd poultry. 
The sixth count charges conspiracy In 
an attempt to monopolize trade and 
commerce In sausage casings, etc., in 
the United States and foreign coun- 
tries. The seventh count sets forth 
particulars concerning the organiza- 
tion of the packing company, and 
charges that (be object and the effect 
of that organization were 

To Destroy Competition 
not only In the packers who wore In- 
terested, the National racking Co., but 
among the ten smaller packing com- 
panies which were consolidated by the 
device of organizing the National 
Packing Company, and this is de- 
scribed as a conspiracy in restraint nf 
trade and commerce. The eighth 
count makes out the organization Of 
the National Packing Company to be 
an attempt to monopolize trade and 
commerce.

Russian Government Resolved to Sink Potemkine and Destroyers Are Or- 
dered to Hunt the Urates Down—Mien of the 
Pobiedonetz Surrendered. 



Crews of Other Ships Are Not Trusted 



Mutineers Sail From Odessa and Visit Roumanian Port in Search of Food 
But Are Unsuccessful—Quarreling Among 
Themselves. 



ODESSA, July 3.— 8.3G p.m.— The 
fact the Kniaz Potemkine remains 
on the high sens in charge of the 
mutineers is causing so much ap- 
prehension and uneasiness to the popu- 
lation of Odessa that the government has 
resolved to take tho matter in hand, even 
though the measures adopted involve the 
loss of the battleship and the one tor- 
pedo boat destroyer here. The torpedo 
boats received orders this afternoon to 
attack and .sink the Kniaz Potemkine 
on sight. Tho torpedo boat destroyer 
now hero was reinforced this afternoon 
by two torpedo boats and others are ex- 
pected. Sixty-seven mutineers from the 
Georgi Pobiedonetz were brought here 
and imprisoned in the citadel. The 
iSntish consul-general tins evening re- 
leased tho five vessels which had been 
held in readiness to remove tho British 
subjects. The consul-general considers 
that all danger has passed. The Cranley 
incident is ended. The officials in the 
presence of the vice-consul carefully in- 
spected the vessel and found no trace of 
revolutionists, and the Russian officials 
apologized to the consul-general. 

Feasant disturbances in tho neighbor- 
hood of Odessa are giving rise to much 
apprehension. The peasants are forcibly 
occupying lands and seizing live .stock. 
Troops have been sent to suppress the 
disorders. The authorities here are pre- 
paring r nergetieally to clean up the 
town nnd giving work to twenty thou- 
sand persons who have been out of em- 
ployment as the result of the disturb- 
ances. 

■ Interest here today centres in the 
waercabouts and doings of tho Js-niaz 
Potemkine, and what course the Russian 
authorities will pursue towards her. It 
seems to tie incrcditnhlo the authorities 
will permit her to cruise freely in tho 
Black Sea indefinitely. It is reported on 
good authority that she will be sunk as 
soon as a good opportunity otters, Tho 
naval authorities here are of the opinion 
that tho best and most effective way to 
deal with the mutinous battleship i« to 
send torpedo boats against her, 

The situation is complicated by the 
fact th nt the spirit of insubordination is 
by no means lacking on board otlifr 
ships of the Black Sea fleet. It is re- 
ported, and the report is credited, that 
the crews of other warships declined to 
fire on the Kninz Potemkine when she 
steamed out of Odessa lust Saturday. 
There is much other evidence that there 
is n spirit of insubordination, to say the 
lenst, on board the other Black Sea ships, 
stories concerning which took concrete 
form in a report from Sebastopol today 
to the effect that the crew -.if the Kater- 
ina II. were paid off nnd sent ashore to 
barracks because they could no longer 
Pirates' Situation Desperate 

be- trusted. The situation of the men 
on board the Kninz Potemkine is 
desperate, 'i'liey are practically pi- 
rates and their predicament offers 
only limited avenues for escape. If they 
do not surrender it is believed they will 
so to some Black Sea port not in Rus- 
sia, lenve the ship and take their 
chances of getting away overland. The 
Kniaz Potemkine was reported today to 
be at Kusteni, Roumanin, demanding 
supplies. It is also reported -that sev- 
eral Jewish agitators went on hoard the 
Kniaz Potemkine while she was here, 
and they are the moving spirits of the 
mutiny. That the mutineers found about 
$10,000 in the ship's strong box, and they 
are fighting among themselves, many be- 
ing killed or wounded. It is Impossible 
to verify these statements. 

Recent developments concerning the 
mutiny on the Georgi Pobiedonosctz 
seem to show that 1ho men on board the 
battleship v. "re coerced by those of the 
Kniaz Potemkine. 

In any event they ceased l heir mutin- 
ous conduct at the first opportunity, 
which in a large measure accounts for 
the fact that the majority were pardoned 
on again swearing allegiance to the Em- 
peror. Sixty-seven of them have been 
imprisoned as ringleaders. The Georgi 



UPobiedonosetz will probably go to Sc- 
bastopol. 

Odessa is quiet today. Some work is 
being done among the docks, but the la- 
borers are resuming work slowly. The 
soldiers are camped in the city squares 
and in some of the boulevards. The ar- 
tillery which was posted on the coast 
close to Odessa with the guns trained to 
cover the Kniaz Potemkine were removed 
this morning. The city is constantly pa- 
trolled, and detachments still are travers- 
ing the streets all the time. Theatres 
and concert halls are still closed, and 
very few persons are seen in the streets 
nfter 10 o'clock at night. 
1 Those best knowing the conditions are 
of the opinion that tho gravest danger 
now lies in a Polish and Jewish rising. 
The Jews here number about 175,000 to 
200,000. The fact that they are credited 
with bomb throwing during the recent 
disturbances, coupled with the fact that 
the police found large collections of 
bombs in the houses of two prominent 
nnd wealthy Jews, lias served to inflame 
minds against them. 

The conditions in the country Rur- 
rounding Odessa are very disquieting. 
The peasants are committing disorders, 
stealing and burning. Several telegrams 
were received hero Snturday from dif- 
ferent point of the government of Kher- 
rcii (in which Odessa is situated) telling 
of disorders and the danger to landed 
proprietors and asking military protec- 
tion. It will be difficult for the authori- 
ties to spare anv of the 12,000 troops 
quartered here for service outside of 
Odessa. 

Ruin and Devastation 

Outwardly the centre of the city 
of Odessa is beginning to resumo is nor- 
mal aspect, although comparatively few- 
people are seen in the streets, but in the 
harbor district all is ruin and devasta- 
tion. Shipping and trade nre entirely at 
a standstill, and thousands of dock labor- 
ers nre waiting around idle. The city 
continues uuder strict martial law. Sol- 
diers everywhere cut off all the sea front 
portion of the city and use scant cere- 
mony in stopping persons not provided 
with proper permits to enter these dis- 
tricts. The lamps are not lighted nfter 
9 o'clock at night, and persons out in 
tho streets later ruu considerable risk 
lrom irresponsible soldiers. The con- 
sulates, hanks, public buildings and the 
principal offices are guarded by troops 
day and night. The social life of the 
city in entirely dead. The beautiful 
Nicolas boulevard overlooking the harbor, 
which is usually thronged with well 
dressed people, is now completely de- 
sorted save for a score of Cossacks and a 
few officers. The principal hotels on the 
■boulevard are virtually closed, the visi- 
tors having all departed. Only persons 
obtaining special military passes can 
walk in tho boulevard, which commands 
a view of the portions of the town deso- 
lated by last week's conflagration, In 
the harbor lie the hulks of a dozen large 
ships, burned in some instances to the 
water edge. Tho large warehouses were 
burned, and there is scarcely a score of 
buildings in tho ueighbornood that do not 
bear the marks of fire. It is Impossible 
to obtain accurate estimates of the dam- 
age done, but it is variously estimated 
nt from Sr,,0OO,<)0O to SI 0.000.000. 
A Signal That Failed 

When Admiral Kruger's licet reached 
Odessa, the admiral signalled the Kniaz 
Potemkine to join the squadron. The 
-Kninz responded asking the admiral 
to come on board. No answer being 
given, the Kniaz cleared for action and 
steamed along the front of the Meet. Ad- 
miral Kruger signalled "head for Sebns- 
topol," and the ETniaz "We remain here." 
The George Pobiedonosctz set the same 
signal. The remainder of tho tleet de- 
parted, after the Georgi.had signalled the 
ICninb, "We wish to hand you our offi- 
cers." 

On Saturday afternoon the Kniaz 
headed towards the Roumanian coast, 
ami has not since been heard from. 

On Sunday morning the Georgi sent 



forty men ashore to ask for the Em- 
peror's forgiveness for having mutinied. 
' 'When the Black Sea squadron re- 
turned to Sebastopol a council of the 
admirals and captains was held, and it 
was decided to ungear the machinery 
and authorize the officers and men to go 
ashore. 

There has been no more rioting in 
Odessa, though there is still much ex- 
citement, and thousands are still leav- 
ing. 

Bucharest, Roumanin, July 3. — Tho 
Russian torpedo boat No, 3, accompany- 
Big tho Kniaz Potemkine, attempted to 
enter the port of Kustenji today. The 
Roumanian cruiser fired on the torpedo 
boat, hut failed to hit her. Tho torpedo 
boat then retired. 

This incident followed tlio refusal of 
the crew of the Kniaz Potcinkino to ac- 
cept the government's offer mnde through 
the captain of the port, who positively 
announced that the mutineers would not 
be allowed to receive provisions unless 
they came ashore unarmed and delivered 
up the battleship and torpedo boat to tho 
captain of the port. If these conditions 
were fulfilled the mutineers would bo 
£££«rf tn ^fti ''berty to go where they 
pleased. The rebellious steamers con- 
ferred together, then refused the govern- 
ment s demands and renewed their de- 
mand for provisions. This was agniu 
positively refused by the captain of the 
port, whereupon tho Russian torpedo 
boat attempted to enter the harbor, but 
on being fired upon hy the 'Elizabeth. 
I evidently awed_ by the firm stand 
taken by the authorities she decided to 
retire. 

The port authorities at Kustenji liavo 
been instructed to call upon the 750 mu- 
tineers w ho are on board the Kniaz 
1 otemkine to laud from that vessel with- 
out arras, informing them they would be 
treated as foreign deserters while in 
Houmanin._ In the event of the refusal 
of the mutineers to submit to these con- 
ditions or hostile action against the town, 
the Koumaniau warships were ordered 
to use force. 

There is much excitement on board the 
Kniaz, where differences of opinion ex- 
ist between the leaders, some of whom 
novocnte landing in Roumania. while 
others propose to return to Russia and 
join the other military ships. 

The prefect of Kustenji permitted a 
delegation of the mutineers to enter the 
town and purchase provisions. Tho sail- 
ors report that the Black Sea fleet not 
only did not try to capture, tho Kninz 
I otemkine, but that the crews of tho 
s ups openly rejoiced when the jebd bat- 
tleship left Odessa. 

Revolutionists in Control 

St. Petersburg, July 3.— General 
Kubanon who j s in military cbargo of 
Odessa, has reported to tho 1'Jmpcror 
that a revolutionary committee of twenty 
was jii control of the Kniaz Potemkine 
when that battleship and the Georgi Po- 
biedonosctz sailed. Tho crew on board 
the latter, General Kahanoff adds, wero 
won by this committee, nud together with 
a number of Jewish students who camo 
on board and informed the sailors that 
the army was in entire sympathy with 
ttie movements, and advised the crew 
to throw the officers overboard. 

Against the latter advice the crew de- 
murred and later the officers were sent 
ashore. A revolutionary committee was 
then organized on board the Georgi Pe- 
hiedouosetz nnd the two mutinous ships 
sailed. They returned to the harbor Sat- 
urday night, but the Kniaz Potemkine, 
having no pilot on board, put to sea 
again and sailed for Roumania. Where- 
as the Georgi Pobiedonosctz entered the 
harbor and after a parley with the mili- 
tary authorities the crew expressed a de- 
sire to return to their allegiance and take 
back their officers. 

The situation in the Black Sea has 
surprised the Russian admiralty. Tt has 
developed that tho crew of the battle- 
shin Ekatorina II. was so mutinous that 
Admiral Kruger was afraid to take her 
to Odessa and left her 'behind, the crew 
being dismissed and the ship disarmed.

St. Petersburg, July 3. — Joseph Jtfan- 
delkx-rn, a real estate dealer of New 
York, who has just arrived in St. 
Petersburg from Poland, where he vis- 
ited Warsaw, Lodz, Byelostok and 
other centres declares that a state of 
anarchy exists there which the mili- 
tary and police are admittedly power- 
less to handle. He brings slnrtllng 
information about the "Bund" and 
other revolutionary organizations. Like 
Kimilar organizations in the Caucasus, 
they have now forbidden the payment 
of taxes under penalty of death, and 
are levying tribute for the purpose of 
resistance to the government. 

He says all the members of the or- 
ganization are armed with revolvers 
and Knives, and are defying the police 
to Interfere with them, under threats 
iof death. On Thursday he saw a pro- 
I cession of 20,000 persons at Warsaw, 
(carrying red fla^s, with not a police- 
I man in wlpht. The police had been 
! warned that If they appeared they 
would he murdered. In Byelostok, Mr. 
Mandelkern says, the revolutionists are 
actually wearing a sort of uniform, a 
blue blouse. The Polish organizations, 
Mr, Mandelkern says, are not seeklnc: 
separation, but want a constitution 
which would give to Poland an auton- 
lo'mOUS government.

NANAIMO, July y.— The strike 
situation reached an Interesting 
stage today, when, following 
closely on the announcement 
that the United Mine Workers bad 
at its mass meeting Friday night 
decided to call out all Brechin 
miners and completely tie up 
all mines of the Western Fuel Com- 
pany on the Island, comes a notice 
from the Western Federation of 
Miners, signed by its secretary, that 
the Western Federation has no griev- 
ance with the Western Fuel Company 
at the Brechin mines, and states that 
all miners can remain at work as here- 
tofore, and that all miners who can 
get employment In this mine may 
commence work at once. The West- 
em Fuel Company also publishes a 
notice that the Brechin mind will 
beg-in operations tomorrow, and that 
employees are notified to report for 
work for their respective shifts; in 
default the places of miners will be 
forthwith filled. It Is reported that 
this mine will, Inside of a week or 
ten days, have sufficient working 
places for about 200 miners. 

This morning the men employed at 
Northfleld (Brechin) mine had a meet- 
ing- to decide whether to continue work 
In view of the decision arrived at by 
the United Mine Workers on Friday 
night. The result was that, by a 
secret ballot, the men decided by 41 to 
7 not to strike, and will continue 
work. The following is the official 
report of the meeting, signed by tho 
chairman and secretary: 

A meeting of minors employed at 
Northfleld, No. 4 mine, was held at 
the mine this morning. After a little 
discussion it was decided to take a 
secret ballot as to whether they would 
continue work or noL The ballot re- 
sulted as follows: For work, 41; 
against work, 7; majority In favor of 
work, 34." 

Action Disapproved of. 
The meeting disapproved of the 
action taken by the local lodge of tho 
United Mine Workers of America in 
calling out the Northfleld men without 
even asking them for their opinion on 
the question. The following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted: 

"We, men working at Northfleld, No. 
i mine, regret the action of the United 
Mine Workers of America in calling 
out the men employed at the said 
mine, and request, for the welfare of 
all concerned, that the order be with- 
drawn, the men having decided by 
secret ballot to remain at work. 
(Signed) William Alsopp, chairman; 
Charles Graham, secretary of the 
meeting." 

Interviewed this afternoon regarding 
the stand taken by the Western Fed- 
eration In ordering the Brechin miners 
to resume work in opposition to the 
United Mine Workers, Mr. P. Kllleen, 
secretary of the Federation, said: 
This action was taken as a result of 
Inquiries as to what action the West- 
ern Federation of Miners is taking in 
regard to Brechin. The position that 
the Western Federation of Miners 
takes is that it is absolutely unneces- 
sary to interfere with Brechin. The 
trouble between the men and the com- 
pany Is confined to No. 1 mine, and so 
long as the conditions at Brechin are 
satisfactory to the men, any action to 
stop work there will simply inflict a 
hardship on the families of the miners, 
and is not justified. This organization 
has no grievance or labor trouble with 
the W T estern Fuel Company at Brechin, 
and all miners who can get employ- 
ment there are at liberty to go to work 
at once." 

Mino Workers Arc Silent. 
The Mine Workers nrenared a state- 
ment going into the situation fully, 
but after a lengthy discussion refused 
to allow It to be sent out for publica- 
tion. Mr. John McLean, secretary of 
the United Mine Workers, said In 
reference to the meeting at Northfleld 
today, where the ballot was taken, 
that he was informed from one who 
attended that only three bona fide 
miners voted. The United Mino 
Workers did not seek to Interfere with 
mechanics, engineers, carpenters, fire 
bosses, trimmer men and those en- 
gaged in construction work generally 
| in the mine, but simply those pro- 
ducing coal. The bona fide miners, 
however, were not represented at the 
meeting. 

The colliery officials refuse to talk 
on the situation, though it is Intimated 
that the mine will be operated, even If 
they have to go outside of Nanaimo to 
secure men. 

S. Vechierelll was sentenced to one 
year in the penitentiary today for the 
theft of carpenter tools. Half a dozen 
additional charges are pending, in 
which obtains the same evidence used 
to convict him today. He came from 
Seattle two months ago .

To Violate Law

Commissioner Ketshew Figures 
It Will Be Better to Pay 
the Fine. 



Further information la at liaud respect- 
iuK the announced Intention of the Wash- 
ington eaunerymen to violate the thirty- 
six hour closing law. The Belllnghara 
Herald says: "Fish Commissioner Ker- 
shaw expects that there will he at least 
one Sunday during the present fishing sea- 
son when every trap In operation on the 
Sound will violate the thirty-sis hour clos- 
ing law passed by the last legislature. He 
figures that there will he one Sunday dur- 
ing the season trap men can hetter afford 
to fish and pay the line than to close the 
traps and let one day of the big run go 
past. The law provides for a fine of not 
letss than $.">0 or more than $500, and In 
view of the light In which the act Is hold 
by the fishing Interests, Mr. Kershaw Is of 
the opinion that only the nominal line 
would be assessed for the first violation. 

"Shortly after the bill became law It 
was understood that certain trap men had 



decided to fight the hill on the grounds that 
it was unconstitutional, and it was ex- 
pected that the first step would he taken 
during the spring salmon season, but no 
movement has bceu made In that direction 
aud It is believed that the plan has been 
dropped. 

"The fishing Interests all over the Sounl 
generally consider that the law Is worth- 
less for the purpose for which It was de- 
signed, but a slightly different view Is tak- 
en by Fish Commissioner Kershaw. In 
discussing the question yesterday, he said: 

" 'While the measure may not nffiird 
the protection to the sockeye that was in- 
tended, there are other fishing Interests 
that must be protected. The salmon that 
remain entirely within the waters of the 
state must be considered. The spring and 
sliver salmon are destined to be a valu- 
able resource of the fishing Industry of 
l'uget Sound and the thirty-six hour clos- 
ing law Is the only means of protection. 
The law will also assist some In the pro- 
tection of the sockeye. All of the fish that 
pass the trails of the Sound during the 
weekly closed period will not be taken by 
the fishermen on the river.' 

"Fish Commissioner Kershaw looks for 
the first spurt of sockeye between the 
first and the tenth of July. The .Tuly high 
tide Is on the fourth and the sockeye gen- 
erally come in shortly after the high tide, 
ile says another spurt will reach the traps 
about July 25, hut that the big run of the 
season will he on the high tides of August. 

"The latest reports received by Fish 
Commissioner Kershaw from the Columbia 
river Indicate that the run will be fitly as 
largo as that of last season, which was 
the largest In the history of the Industry 
on the Columbia. A greater percentage of 
tin' fish, however, are being used for cold 
storage, nnil the canneries will not do as 
well. Up to this time the cold storage 
plans have handled more fish than for the 
same period of last season, while the can- 
neries are slightly under the mark. This Is 
due to the fact that the fish are unusually 
large and fine. Under the agreement with 



the fishermen, all of the fish above a cer- 
tain weight go to the cold storage plants 
and the fresh fish concerns have must the 
best of the bargain."

A Break in the 
Lumber Combine 



Announcement lo This Effect Is 
Made at Meeting of the 
City Council. 



Tram Co. Propose Extensive 
Double Tracking on Esqui- 
mau Branch. 



An important ahBOUlieeffleUt was made 
at the regular meeting of the city coun- 
cil last evening, to the effect that the 
lumber combine in tins city had been 
broken, iind as the result the price of 
lumber would drop from 10 to 20 per 
cent, on the price that lias obtained for 
some time past. This information was 
brought out in dealing with the tenders 
for the Old Men's Home and Rock Bay 
bridge. Several of tlie aldermen spoke 
on the subject, ami pointed out that it 
would not only mean a big saving for 
the city, but the builders as well, as they 
would now be able to give a lower figure 
on work, besides being nble to make a 
better profit. It should also tend to make 
bunding 111 tue city oveu more brisk 
than it is at present. On account of the 
break in the combine and the lowering 
of the price of lumber, it was decided 
to extend the lime for receiving tenders 
for the Old Men's Home and Rock Bay 
bridge should be extended till Monday 
next in order to give the bidders an op- 
portunity to take advantage of the low- 
rates. 

A. T. Goward, the locnl manager of 
tlie IS. U. UJieemc Hallway (Jo., in- 
formed the ■council that since the inaugu- 
ration of the new summer schedule it 
had been impossible to give a satisfac- 
tory service on the Esquimalt run. The 
residents of Esquimau had been com- 
plaining at the service given, and the 
only way in which it could be remedied 
was to double-track tlie whole of that 
part of the road from tlie switch at 
Work street to the corner of Government 
and Bay streets, He asked that the city 
should waive the 30 days' notice in or- 
der that tlie company could commence 
work as soon as the rails arrived. It 
was pointed out that the part of the road 
which was to be double-tracked was the 
new embankment at the continuation of 
Bay street, and it was thought if they 
were allowed to double-track that part 
that it would make it very dangerous, 
and it was decided to refer the com- 
munication to the .streets, sewers and 
bridges committee for report. 

Another communication to be referred 
to the same committee came from W. 
Armstrong, of Lovers' Lane, asking why 
the sidewalk on Fairfield road had not 
been finished. 

Letters from R. S. Day and ,Tas. Fore- 
man, acknowledging the receipt of their 
appointment as directors of the Provin- 
cial Royal Jubilee Hospital as the repre- 
sentatives of the city, and thanking them 
for the appointment were read. 

t'Ullip h'ewstor. of Vancouver. ad- 
dressed tlie council as follows: "I beg 
to inform you that a meeting of flu? pro- 
moters of the erection of flour and out- 
meal mills and elevators would be bold 
in the board of trade rooms 011 Wednes- 
day, July 5th, at 8 p.m. for tlie purpose 
of appointing directors and any other 
business in connection therewith, nnd 
your presence is earnestly requested." 
The communication was filed. 

City Assessor Northcott reported that 
ho had arranged the wards in to sub- 
divisions according to the by-law intro- 
duced bv Aid. Ftnnnn. as follows: South 
Ward, .*:!(i.SSn.S0, 1.7S2 acres; Central 
Ward, s:t,r>:U,o!>5, 1,-lOS acres; North 
Ward. $3,453,085, 1,422 acres.' 

This report also went to the streets, 
sewers and bridge committee for report. 

Tlie report of the building inspector 
was to the effect that he had examined 
the houses at 130 and 138 Yates street, 
and also the houses in the rear and tlie 
building 011 lot 27, block 3, and owned 
by Northern Counties Investment Co. 

The report was adopted nnd the build- 
ing ordered removed. 

Tlie city assessor also reported t lint he 
had examined the petition for to raise 
•SI 1,000 to increase the electric light 
plant, and had found 42 names, which 
represented $2, 007, 0(H), which was in 
excess of the 10 per cent, required. 

The report of the sanitary Inspector 
dealt with the drainage of sewers into 
the Victoria Arm, and read as follows: 
"In reference to the communication of 
Beaumont Boggs, complaining of the un- 
sanitary condition of tlie shore of Vic- 
toria Aria, where a box. drain from Jes- 
sie street emptied in front of bis resi- 
dence, 1 have made an inspection of the 
locality and find that although there is 
cause for complaint, as there is to all 
drains which empty into the Arm, this 
particular drain is not so objectionable 
as to cause alarm, and could lie easily 
remedied by extending the outlet to be- 
low estr»me low water mark at a dis- 
tance approximated at about 2."i feet. By 
so doing the nuisance complained of 
would be obviated, so far as those liv- 
ing in tin' immediate locality would be 
concerned. Bui the advisability of al- 
lowing drains to Mow into the Arm or 
harbor is a matter which should not: bo 
encourn ged. 
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corner of Fort and Cook streets had left 
a pile of dirt there, which was dangerous 
and should be removed. 

The city's buildings on Yates and Pan- 
dora streets came in for their share of 
criticism, aud the matter was referred 
to the engineer for report. 

Tlie electric light by-law was then dis- 
cussed, and it was pointed out by Aid. 
Hall that the passing of this by-law does 
not increase the burden of the taxpayer, 
as the interest and sinking fund will be 
paid out of tlie saving effected bv the 
new works. The by-law was read a 
first, second and third time and passed. 

The by-laws for the redistribution of 
the wards, the tax supply by-law, 1005; 
school by-law, sewer aud guarantee loan 
by-law, the pound and hired vehicle 
by-law were till taken up nnd advanced. 

The sidewalk improvement by-law was 
also read a first time. 

In connection with the hired vehicle 
by-law the haclanen of the city have re- 
quested the city to take up the scale of 
charges at the same lime as the hack 
stand is under consideration.

"With regard to the editorial in to- 
night's Times as to the council's notion 
in suppressing the export's valuation of 
the Esquimalt waterworks, 1 am sorry 
the council is not in a position to offer 
the Times Publishing Company a free 
ticket to some watering place for the 
editor, so that lie might bo brought back 
to his original self. For of late it is a 
shnnie that the city had to put up with 
such trashy editorials as tlie Times bad 
dished up — and all apparently because 
that company had kept, the editor cooped 
up in' bis little room writing up and re- 
hashing from January to December 
without a holiday, until lie had appar- 
ently grown into himself, and instead of 
having a representative citizen in that 
editorial chair, giving us good, whole- 
some advice, and properly criticizing the 
action of the city council and all other 
bodies, we have to submit to dwarfed, 
unreasonable and silly nonsense, until 
we are a.s'hamcd to send a copy of that 
journal to an Eastern friend lest they 
think the town we live in is all going to 
the dogs. Such a state of things, I as- 
sure you, is very much to be regretted, 
and I regret very much that this council 
has not the wherewithal to offer the poor 
editor n chance to renew his manhood." 
The council then adjourned.

A STUPID INSULT. 

, J. Allan Baker, n Canadian, is a can- 
didate in a by-election in Finsbury di- 
vision of London, in the Liberal interest. 
Mr. Baker represents Fmsbury, as a 
(Progressive, in the London county coun- 
cil and his chances o£ election to Parlia- 
ment are considered good. His oppon- 
ents must certaiuly be at a loss for cam- 
paign ammunition -when they are com- 
pelled to resort to the ignoble plan of 
placarding the streets with posters de- 
claring "iNo Canadian .Need Apply." 
i CommentiuB on this very questionable 
election method, the Montreal Star says: 
The placard of "No Canadian Need Ap- 
ply," which is being displayed by the 
Unionists of East Finsbury, need not be 
taken too seriously. Politics is an intoxi- 
cating game and will carry those caught 
in the frenzy of it far. The Bast Fins- 
bury Unionists find themselves opposed 
Iby a Canadian-born candidate, and they 
think that they can make capital by 
.vaunting the superiority of their Eng- 
lish-born candidate by the name of 
Cohen. So the insult to Canada goe.s up 
jon the dead walls. 

I THE ARMY SCANDALS. 

; The report of thTspecial committ°.e, 
under the chairmanship of Sir William 
iButler, appointed to investigate tUC 
iSouth African army supply scandals, re- 
veals one of the most barefaced plots to 
idefraud the government ever carried out 
in any country. At the close of the War 
there were storea on hand to feed 300,- 
000 men and 200,000 horses for four 
jnonths. While Lord Kitchener retained 
command all was well, but almost imme- 
diately after his removal to India, the 
officers administering tho supplies de- 
partment entered into partnership with 
certain army contractors for tho sole 
purpose, it would seem, of systematically 
robbing the nation. A large portion of 
the stores on hand were sold to the fa- 
vored contractors at low prices and then 
immediately bought back from them at 
high prices. In many instances the stores 
thus disposed of and repurchased never 
left tho military warehouses, the trans- 
fers being purely on paper. 
. The committee's report says: 

"One by one the reasons given for the 
dual deahngs with -Meyer have been dis- 
eipated under the scrutiny of the comnut- 

tel ""Xhe anticipated and asserted savings 
had no foundation in fact. The supply 
personnel could not be materially re- 
duced, nor the rent of ground nor the 
loss through deterioration saved, except 
in a few isolated instances. 

"The supplies are still being poured in 
to increase congestion and deterioration, 
to diminish values by adding to the gov- 
ernment loss through railage rates ami 
customs duties, and to render genera y 
our position more hopeless, until bnaliy 
the overweighted ship of government 
supplies drifts to shore a derelict in the 
contractors' hands. 

"One channel of safety lay open all 
.this time. It was safe, simple, and need- 
ed no effort of administrative steering 
to reach. We had only to refuse the ten- 
ders offered, anil to continue to use our 
own stuff for our own animals on our 
own ground. They were both together 
at our stations. Nothing need have been 
altered or added to. We preferred to 
buy our own forage from a man to whom 
we had iust sold it at some (50 per emit, 
more than lie bad g'ven us for; it. V> e 
•were still to store it — to carry it to our 
animals, and it was to stand in our for- 
age yards at our risk of deterioration. 

REV. WILLIAM DUNCAN. 

The reported burning of New- Mctla- 
kahtla, Alaska, will he deplored by many 
P.ritisli Columbiana who know "Father" 
■William Duncan mid the history of his 
self-sacriSrin.-:, apostoli • career air nig 
tiie northern Indians. Seni from Bug- 
land in L8T)8 by tin- Church Missionary 
Society, .Mr. tUnncim established amis- 
sion at Metlakahtla hay near Fort 
■Simpson, lie round the Indians steeped 
in the most degrading superstition and 
savagery, from which by sheer energy 
and force of example he redeemed them. 
Ill a few years the little mission station 
had developed into a well ordered town 
of 3,500 inhabitants, with neat two-storey 
houses and clean, regular streets. The 
community was practical!- self-support- 
ing, no outside aid being received ex- 
cept the voluntary contributions of visi- 
tors. "Father" Duncan taught his re- 
tgenerated Siwaehes carpentry, black- 
smithing, brick and pottery making-, boat 
building and weaving. He established 
a .sawmill, a Basil and door factory and 
a salmon cannery, and Hie settlement 
was one of the most prosperous on the 
coast, when dissensions, caused the 
dismemberment of the community. 
Many of the Indians— tho bulk of them— 
stood loyally to their benefactor, and 
when ho left the province they went with 
him and established a settlement at New 
Metlakahtla, in Alaska, where taking 
up the burden which years of toil had 
somewhat lightened In- set himself the 
task of founding a new settlement on 
'the lines of the old one. Old and toil- 
worn as lie was, his efforts were again 
(successful and now, when the weight of 
years lias bowed his form and misfor- 
tune has weakened tlio ambition which 
inspired Itim for so many years, lie in 
probably left destitute and amid the 
ruins of (he town which his exertions 
created, 

However acute the differences between 
Mr. Duncan mid the church authorities 
were at the time — and the dispulo was 
a bitter one not yet healed — or however 



wrong ho may have been in the cour«r 
pursued by him, every British Colum- 
bian will feel a deep sympathy for the 
aged man, who, at the close of a long 
life of untiring exertion on behalf of the 
Indians, finds the work of His hands 
again brought to naught. 

MR. MARTIN AND THE LIEUTEN- 
ANT-GOVERNOR. 

Mr. Joseph Martin. IC C, ha.s writ- 
ten a letter to the News-Advertiser in 
which he accuses Sir Henri Joly, as 
lieutenant-governor, of grossly violat- 
ing constitutional usage, and of doing: 
other things unbecoming: of his posi- 
tion. The chief cause of complaint Is 
that Sir Henri called upon Hon. It. 
McCrlde, as leader of the opposition, 
which was made up of Liberals and 
Conservatives, to form a government, 
and that he (the Lieutenant-Governor) 
was party to that government being 
exclusively Conservative In Us com- 
position. It is scarcely necessary to 
point out that, while governments are 
as a rule, formed on party lines, a 
governor-general or a lieutenant- 
governor cannot constitutionally rec- 
ognize party affiliations. A man se- 
lected as premier chooses the mem- 
bers of his cabinet and subnets their 
names for consideration. It is not 
for His Excellency or His Honor offi- 
cially to enquire whether they are 
Liberals or Conservatives, because as 
such .they are unknown to the consti- 
tution. His responsibility ends with 
their swearing in. If the country ap- 
proves of the selection or If the gov- 
ernment so formed can command a 
majority of the parliament or the leg- 
islature, it carries on as a matter of 
course. The will of the people, ex- 
pressed either directly at the polls or 
through their representatives, must, 
unless under very exceptional circum- 
stances, determine the course of the 
sovereign. It will not be denied that 
the present Liberal-Conservative gov- 
ernment has continued to command 
the support of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the legislative assembly. To 
contend that a life-long Liberal like 
Sir Henri Joly would conspire to place 
and keep in power a Conservative ad- 
ministration in violation of constitu- 
tional usages, is too absurd to be 
argued. However, in consideration of 
the circumstances under which Mr. 
Martin himself came Into power, 
which he condoned and became re- 
sponsible for by his acceptance of 
office, he is unfortunately placed as a 
critic of constitutional methods; more 
especially as, in his own case, they 
were promptly and emphatically con- 
demned by the Liberal government to 
which the present Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor owes his appointment. 



ANTI-JAPANESE LEGISLATION. 

The .Montreal Ch^eUe, to judge from 
a telegraphic synopsis of its remarks, lias 
taken the Colonist severely to task for 
"urging the adoption of a Japanese ex- 
clusion law." To start with, the Colonist 
was not urging the adoption of such a 
law but so much objection having been 
made in the Last to the •anti-Mongolian 
legislation passed by the provincial legis- 
lature, described as freakish and idiotic 
by tho Gazette, the Colonist took pains 
to point out that there were two sides to 
the question, and that the people living 
in other parts of the Dominion and of 
the Empire, where Mongolian competi- 
tion was not felt, were not in a position 
to understand the local aspect of the 
question, and consequently judged harsh- 
ly and ignorantly of the situation in 
British Columbia. The Colonist does 
not hold that the province has the right 
constitutionally to pass the Alien Immi- 
gration Act, which was one of the 
measures disallowed by the Dominion 
government, although the right has not 
so far been determined by a court of 
law. It does, however, hold that the 
province, if it is the subject of a real 
grievance of a local character, has the 
right to protest, and in the absence of 
Dominion legislation upon the lines of 
the Natal Act, recommended by Mr. 
Chamberlain, when Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, to use its legislative 
powers lor the purpose of self-protec- 
tion. The Gazette is a newspaper for 
which the Colonist has a great deal of 
respect, but when it undertakes to lec- 
ture British Columbia about how it 
should manage its affairs and to discuss 
in a internal fashion our local questions 
which it does not understand, it displays 
both had taste and unbecoming arrog- 
ance. We propose to discuss again the 
issues raised by the Gazette, because 
they are of grave importance to this 
province, but tot the present it is suf- 
Heient to remark that when we are in 
need of advice from that or any other 
newspaper in Eastern Canada in re- 
spect to our requirements, whether tjiey 
be "cents" or "sense," our government 
wi.i probably make application in due 
form. In the meantime, .such gratuitous 
offices cannot but be regarded as ill-ad- 
vised and impertinent. 

INTERNATIONAL GOOD FAITH. 

It is regrettable that citizens of the 
State of Washington should think so 
lightly of the laws passed by their own 
legislature as to deliberately ignore them, 
because they come into conflict with per- 
sonal interest. 

It will be remembered that at the last, 
session of the state legislature a bill was 
proposed for the protection of salmon, 
providing for a close senson for two 
years, 100G-7. This bill was defeated in 
the stall' senate, anil the advocate of 
protection introduced another bill, which 
passed both chambers anil became law. 
declaring a close season of thirty-six 
hours every week during the run of 
sockeyes. This close season has been 
enforced on the Canadian side for years, 
and its' establishment in Washington was 
in the nature of an international agree- 
ment, the ealmoil'interests of both coun- 
tries being equally interested in protect- 
ing I he fish from wholesale destruction. 

Now we are Informed on the authority 
of Mr. Kershaw, fisheries commissioner 
for the State of Washington, that the 
trap fishermen have decided to defy the 
law and catch all the fish they possibly 
can during (lie prohibited hours. Mr. 
Kershaw Bays: "Tin? I rap men can bet- 
tor afford to fish and pay (he fine than 
to close the traps anil let one day of the 
big run go past." The law provides for 
a fine of not less than gjjJO or more than 
•9000, and in view of the light in which 
the act is held by the Ashing interests 
he is of the opinion that only a nominal 
tine would be assessed for the first viola- 
tion. 

This, if true, Is a remarkable s'toto- 
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ment coming from the lips of nn official 
of the State chnrged with tho enforce- 
ment of the law. Fancy Mr. Sword, the 
local inspector of fisheries, taking^sueh 
a nonchalant view of the duties of his 
office. Under similar circumstances we 
should expect him to use all the author- 
ity he could invok-; to have the law re- 
spected, and any attempt on his part 
to cvnde the responsibility would be 
speedily reported and punished. While, 
therefore, this gross breach of faith is 
said to be contemplated by the fishermen 
of the United States, tho close season 
will bo honestly observed on the Cana- 
dian side of tho line, even though it ho 
to the disadvantage of Canadian inter- 
ests. 

In view of the experience our people 
have had up to date in their efforts to 
secure international co-operation towards 
the protection of the fisheries, a matter 
of such importance to the people on both 
sides of the line, it is not likely that they 
will bo inclined to continue negotiations 
in" that direction. If they do, at any 
time, take up the subject again it will 
be after the authorities of the State of 
■Washington have demonstrated their sin- 
cerity of a bonafide observance of tho 
Jaw.

"Attracting" Industries. — Apropos of 
the discussions which have taken place 
In Victoria respecting tlie desirability

By tills time some 
of Mr. Hadley's shipmates arrived on 
tlie Rcene nnd rescued them both from 
their perilous position. Quartermas- 
ter Hadley will probably be given tho 
Royal Humane Society's medal, for on 
two former occasions ho hns saved 
people from drowning in other places.

Capt. Cox Writes Report of the 
Locs* Industries lor Uoyd's 
Agency. 



Text of Report Whlofo Is Pub- 
lished by Prominent Eng- 
lish Newspaper. 



-Since the publication of his lirst report 
sent to .Lloyd's for .publication in ihi 
'Standard in the department conducted by 
Lloyd's agents under the head of "i'he 
World's Trade," Utt.pt. J. U. (Jo*, local 
•agent of Lloyd's, lias received a number 
•of letters from various places making 
.enquiries relative to British Columbia 
trade. Xhe local agent ot l-<ioyu s i« 
jiow preparing another report. IILs first 
■report, which wa6 .published in the Lon- 
■don Standard of June 14th, was as fol- 
lows: "Business here is generally in a 
satisfactory condition. In shipping, lum- 
ber freights are improving for off-shore 
"business without any surplus tonnage at 
hand. On account of many steamers 
converted into oil-consumers, the demand 
for coal has not been so great as former- 
ly. The building of a large hotel for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
and the establishment of the salmon can- 
nery business near Victoria are putting 
a iarge amount of money into circulation 
here and benefiting trade generally. The 
product of the new cement works estab- 
lished here is now coming into active 
competition with Portland cement. The 
lumber business is in good condition; 
large shipments are being made to the 
■Canadian Northwest by the 'Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, as well as to 
Great Britain and foreign ports. The 
'Victoria Lumber Manufacturing Com- 
pany is the largest exporter on Vancou- 
ver Island, and the Sayward Sawmill 
{Company also do a large businoss. The 
mining industry 2s developing steadily. 
As regards the fisheries, the salmon in- 
dustry is the most developed. There is 
now an active demand ior mild-cured 
spring salmon, for which good prices aro 
paid, the agents of German houses secur 
iug large quantities of the fish. There 
are good opportunities for men with ex- 
perience and capital to develop a large 
•deep-sea fishing business."

IMPROVEMENT OF SHAWNIGAN. 

Deepening of the Outlet Would 
Reclaim Much Valuable Land. 

' The growing popularity of Shawnigan 
CUike these last few years has brought 
home to those interested in the place, and 
also to those visiting it, the necessity for 
some scheme of improvement by -which 
sot only the greatest amount of pleasure 
may be obtained from it, but also a 
greater amount of profit ill one sense. 
IWhile the number of houses going up 
has greatly improved the lake as a resort 
and lias considerably added to its at- 
tractiveness, yet a good deal more re- 
mains to be done. One of the most 
pressing and immediate necessities is 
rthe improvement of the outlet. The 
southwest winds blow directly on the 
stream leading from the lake, and during 
a long course of years there has accumu- 
lated at the mouth of the lake, and in 
the first few hundred feet of the stream 
a large gravel bank. This has become so 
noticeable during the past year that this 
summer the water in the lake is unusual- 
ly high, the cause being the choked out- 
let. If this impediment were cleared 
• away the effect would be the reclama- 
. tiou of a great many acres of valuable 
■land all around the lake, the improve- 
ment of several of the present holdings, 
and rendering available a number of 
most desirable building sites, for it is 



the numerous sheltered bays which are 
most sought after lor suburban homes. 
The land in most of these bays is very 
(rich, and could be easily brought under 
cultivation if the easy task of improving 
the outlet of the lake were undertaken. 

In addition to the blocked outlet back- 
ing up the water and rendering valueless 
a quantity of splendid land, it is stated 
■that this is one of the causes of the fall- 
ing off ill the fishing during the past two 
years. To some extent this is doubtless 
true, as there has not been the same 
renewal of the water by natural How 
through the stream as there was some 
years ago. Some of those interested arc 
talking of approaching the Canadian 
(Pacific officials and explaining matters 
to them with a view of having them put 
a couple of section gangs at work to 
deepen the channel for the required dis- 
tance. This would take only a few days, 
a week at most, for once the top of the 
bank was loosened the water would ef- 
fect the rest. If this were undertaken 
just now it could be more cheaply and 
easily done than at any other time of 
the year. As an investment it is argued 
that the amount of land reclaimed 
around the lake by such an operation 
would bring in a big return to the com- 
pany within a year, as building lots are 
now being picked out almost daily, and 
those persons already having locations 
there are receiving all sorts of offers to 
purchase.

Mot Permitted 

To Cmty Coolies 



Stanlev Dollar Is Refused Per- 
mission at Honolulu to Brlnu 
Japs to Victoria. 



Was to Have Brought 600 Cool 
ies Here— Princess Msy 
From North. 



I The Stanley Dollar, a British steam- 
er registered at this port, will not bring 
six hundred Japanese to this port from 
Honolulu as was expected, for the rea- 
son that the Hawaiian authorities wjll 
not permit the 0U0 Japanese to be em- 
barked. The Stanley Dollar came from 
the Orient to Honolulu, having been or- 
dered to the islands to load the cargo of 
Japanese coolies for this city. The 
steamer arrived at Honolulu about June 
24th, and Capt. Bruce began arrange- 
ments for the embarkation of the ship- 
load of Japanese. Then the authorities 
intervened. They claim that the Stanley 
Dolnir has no license to carry passeng- 
ers. It is understood that the COO cool- 
ies who wore to have been embarked for 
Victoria were mostly through passengers 
en route to the United States, ami 
would have been carried to Scuttle had 
the Stanley Dollar not been a British 
vessel, and in consequence not allowed 
to curry passengers between two United 
States ports. 4 The local United States 
immigration inspectors had been in- 
formed of the coming of the brown men 
and, it is understood, intended to ex> 
amine nil the would-be immigrants rout- 
ed to the United States at this port, re- 
jecting all who failed to pass the re- 
quirements of the immigration laws. 

It. P. Itithet & Co., representing the 
owners of the steamer, have not been 
advised regarding the refusal of the 
Honolulu authorities to allow the steam- 
er to carry the cargo of coolies. 



ALASKA EXCURSIONS. 

City of Seattle Put on Because of 
Largo Traffic. 

The .steamer Spokane's accommoda- 
tion lias all been taken up for several 
trips, and the Pacific Coast S. S. Co. 
has been obliged to place another steam- 
er in the excursion service to accommo- 
date the groat demand of northern ex- 
cursion travel. Every season greater 
crowds are carried to the glaciers and 
other points of interest on the northern 
coast, and this year the accommodation 
of the Spokane "was booked long in ad- 
vance of her sailing dates. Every birth 
has been taken for the next two trips, 
ami most of the accommodation has been 
already booked for succeeding trips. 
Yesterday the local agents, Messrs. It. P. 
lRitbet & Co., were advised that the com- 
pany has placed the steamer City oC 
Seattle in this service as an extra steam- 
er to make a trip north on August 4th. 
The fare on the steamer City of Seattle 
will he reduced. The round trip rate on 
the steamer Spokane is .?100. On the 
steamer City of Seattle the rate will be 
?7;"i. The steamer will call at the same 
points as does the Spokane.

PRINCESS MAY. 

C. P. R. Northern Liner Returned 
Yesterday from Lynn Canal. 

Steamer Princess May, Captain Me- 
Leod, reached port yesterday morning 
from Skasrway, bringing :i fair com- 
plement of passengers, amongst them 
being Thomas Allice, traveler for Tur- 
ner. Beeton & Co., of this city, and 
Mrs. Allice, ex-Governor A. Ii. Swine- 
ford, who until a few months ago 
published the Mining Journal of Ket- 
chikan, which he recently disposed of. 
Other passengers were Rev. J. Hawks- 
ley and Mrs. Huwksley, Rev. 13. Totly 
and wife, A. H. Brooks, H. Pratt and 
H. Ladd. News was brought by the 
Princess May that the river Is now 
high, and steamers are having no dilli- 
culty In navigating between White 
Horse and Dawson. In the Stewart 
river, though, high water is interfering 
with navigation. Freight is being 
moved forward quickly from White 
Horse. From Dawson news was re- 
ceived of the reorganization of tin- 
Gold Run Klondike Company, Limited, 
a new company being formed called 
the Kruger Gold Run Consolidated 
Company, Limited. The new company 
is the biggest organization of the kind 
formed this season for operation in the 
Yukon. The property acquired by the 
new Joint concern includes the numer- 
ous claims of the Gold Run Company 
and the Kruger concession and Its 
property. With them go two or more 
targe water grants, aggregating 1,000 
inches or more. it is expected that 
the properties will be operated this 
season. 

Tiie majority of the capita! back of 
the new concern, it is understood, is 
French. It is also announced that 
the Carbonneaus and .Mr. Chute are 
entirely out of the new company, and 
that II. T, Wills likewise Is out. Dr. 
Wills, it Is understood, is the main 
man of the old force in the new com- 
bination. At last reports the doctor 
was in London, ill with typhoid fever. 

The new company Is made possible 
111 rough the practical settlement of 
all entangled litigation Into which the 
Gold Run company fell, and by which 
it was so hampered that it was virtu- 
ally choked beyond ability to continue 
operations. The Gold Run properties 
have been among the most exten- 
sively operated of any in the Yukon, 
and it Is believed they may be so 
operated again. It is predicted hy- 
draulic process likely will bo adopted 
by the new company.
